DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 9 January 2008 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant's response filed 11 February 2008 has been fully considered and is 
persuasive. Claims 3-73, 76-99, and 101-111 allowed in view of the prior art of 
record. 

CHaim Rejections - 85 USC§ 108 

Applicant's amendment has overcome the rejection of claims 3-8, 11, 21, 22, 
38-43, 46, 56-60, 63, 73, 86, 87, and 90 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable 
over Cabib et al(5,539,517) in view of Tsuda(6,697,160). See pages 27-31 of 
Applicant's remarks. 

Applicant's amendment has overcome the rejection of claims 9, 10, 12, 13, 23, 
24, 27-37, 44, 45, 47, 48, 61, 62, 64, 65, 88, 89, 91, and 92 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
as unpatentable over Cabib et al(5,539,517) and Tsuda(6,697,160) in view of 
Erickson(5,440,388). See pages 27-31 of Applicant's remarks.

Applicant's amendment has overcome the rejection of claims 14-17, 49-52, 66- 
69, and 93-96 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Cabib et al(5,539,517) 
and Tsuda(6,697,160) in view of Schwiesow(4,444,50l). See pages 27-31 of 
Applicant's remarks. 

Applicant's amendment has overcome the rejection of claims 18-20, 53-55, 70- 
72, and 97-99 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Cabib et al(5,539,517), 
Tsuda(6,697,160), and Schwiesow(4,444,50l) in view of Seago et al(5,801,830). See 
pages 27-31 of Applicant's remarks. 

Applicant's amendment has overcome the rejection of claim 25 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Cabib et al(5,539,517), Tsuda(6,697,160), and 
Erickson(5,440,388) in view of Inoue et al(5,253,183). See pages 27-31 of 
Applicant's remarks. 

Applicant's amendment has overcome the rejection of claim 26 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Cabib et al(5,539,517), Tsuda(6,697,160), and 
Erickson(5,440,388) in view of Cabib et al(6,088,099). See pages 27-31 of 
Applicant's remarks. 

Applicant's amendment has overcome the rejection of claims 76-85, and 102- 
111 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Cabib et al(5,539,517) and 
Tsuda(6,697,160) in view of Bleier et al(5,949,543). See pages 27-31 of Applicant's 
remarks. 
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Applicant's amendment has overcome the rejection of claims 75 and 101 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Cabib et al(5,539,517), 
Tsuda(6,697,160), and Bleier et al(5,949,543) in view of Carangelo et al(5,486,917). 
See pages 27-31 of Applicant's remarks. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regard to claims 3 and 38, the prior art of record fails to teach the step 
of displacing the movable mirror with the piezoelectric motor wherein the mounting 
location of the piezoelectric motor is inside the fixed mount section, in combination 
with the remaining limitations of claim 3 or 38. Claims 4-37, and 39-55 are 
dependent from either claim 3 or 38 and therefor also include the allowed subject 
matter. 

With regard to claims 56 and 86, the prior art of record fails to teach a 
mounting location of the piezoelectric motor inside the fixed mount section, in 
combination with the remaining limitations of claim 56 or 86. Claims 57-73, 75-85, 
87-99, and 101-111 are dependent from either claim 56 or 86 and therefor also 
include the allowed subject matter.
